EIlRlble farmers and stockmen who 
offer acceptable security may obtain 
loans l)y becoming members of the 
naanciatlou through the purchase of 
vol'.ng stock In the association equal 
to 5 per cent of the amount of their 
loans. The stock may be purchased 
with a part of the loan proceeds.

COMPANY ADOPTS 

COMMISSION'S RATE 



In connection with the recent an- 
nouncement by tho Illinois Commercer 
Commission of a reduction in electric 
rates amounting to Jl.055,000 for 
residential customers of the Public 
Service Company of Northern Illl- 
nola, James Simpson and George A. 
Ranncy, chairman and vice-choir* 
man, respectively, of the company 
have Issued tho following statement 
In behalf ot the company: 

"We consider the terms ol the tom^ 
porary order Issued by the Illlnola 
Commerce Commission In Its electrlo 
rate case against this Company most 
severe and not Justified by the facts 
presented to the CommlBsIon by tho 
Company and embodied In the record 
that covers some flfty-elght hundred 
pages of testimony and hundreds ot 
pages of exhibits." 

Property values as set forth by the 
Commission aro too low, according to 
the statement* and the Commission 
also has excluded some operating ex- 
pense Items, while rentals have beea 
Included as operating Income. 

tMore than five months was con*- 
sumed In taking testimony and hear- 
ings, and the expense of the proceed- 
ln£a.j»;«Fe— bome^bymrer* Company, 
Injunction proceedings would mean- 
Interminable delay and would prove 
costly. 

"Notwithstanding the Inequities ot 
the Commission's findings, the Com- 
pany, deeming It wise to avoid fur- 
ther lengthy nnd exivensive hearlnga 
and court proceedings, has decided 
lo adopt the rate reductions imposed 
by the Coamiisslon, believing that* 
In view of Its public statement, tho 
Commission will see fit to make tho 
temporary ord&r a final order. la 
doing this, however, the Company by 
express reservation does not accept 
the principles upon which the order 
Is Imsed. 

"Tlie Company's staff will thus be 
relieved from devoting their tlma. 
and energy to defending our rate 
structure before the Commission and 
Federal Court, and will be enabled 
to address themselves not only to i% 
continuation of the high degree ot 
service rendered to Its customers and 
commented on favorably In the Com- 
mission's order, but to the develop- 
ment and expansion of the consump- 
tion of electrical energy and gas la 
the growing terrltorj' served by the 
Company. 

' "Moat of the recent improvement 
In the Company's gross revenues has 
not been translated Into net Income^ 
due to corresponding increases in 
taxes and uncontrollable oporatlns 
expenses, alihough all prudent econ- 
omies have been and will continue to 
be exercised. 

•*New business in a rapidly growing 
teiTltory, however, requires largo 
amounts of new capital, A study ot 
tho Company's present capital struc- 
ture Indicates that this now capital, 
when required, .must be raised by tho 
sale of stock rather than bonds. • 
This will hot be possible unless the 
Company Is permitted to earn sufB- 
clent amount to provide not only for 
dividends but for a reasonable sur- 
plus after their payment."

It must get the money from its cus- 
tomers, or it must take it out of the pay of its employes, 
or out of dividends to stockholders— who, in most cases, 
arc just average citizens, with a few hundred or thous- 
and dollars of hard earned savings in investments which 
they rely upon. 

Excessive taxes confiscate property. They confiscate 
jobs and savings. They close factories, and foreclose 
homes and farms. They stand in the way of industrial 
expansion, and the investment of the capital that would 
provide more employment, more opportunities, more 
purchasing power. They arc a barrier to recover}'. 

Efficient, economical government is essential to re- 
gaining and maintaining normal times.

For weeks the law has been defied by John Dillinger. 
murderer, who escaped from a so-callcd jail with a wood- 
en gun and since then has been roaming the country. 
The police of at least four states— Indiana, Wisconsin. 
Illinois and Minnesota— have been made to look silly by 
this one bandit. 

In New York— on the same day that Dillinger eluded 
police in Wisconsin— a child with a toy hoc scraped up 
some mud in Central Park, and for this heinous offense 
the mother and child were forced to spend an entire day 
in court and in jail. The sun was shining outdoors, but 
the majesty of the law must be upheld, and so the 2-year- 
old child was soundly spanked to keep him quiet in tlic 
courtroom.

Here is a perfect illustration of why the police and 
the courts in the United States are held in low public 
esteem. Politicians, police and judiciary play games of 
dropping-the-handkerchicf with bandits, thugs, racket- 
eers and plug-uglies. Then they turn around and perse- 
cute women .ind children who cannot defend themselves. 
Let is never be s.iid that they quail before a woman or 
child! They have their duty to perform! If they can- 
not protect citizens, at Icut they can harry and annoy 
them.

They will alno be offeretl 
an opportunity to contribute to the 
wcifarfl of the war's Uvlng vlctiine, 
AH day Saturday members ot the 
American Legion Auxiliary will be 
on tlie street with boxes ot the 
poppies and with coin boxes to receive 
contributions In exchange for the me- 
morial flowers. 

T^io custom of wearing popples In 
memory of the war dead la fifteen 
years old this year, and generally ob- 
served throughout the tCngllsh-speak- 
lug world. In the United States the 
■women of the American Legion Auxil- 
iary have developed It Into a great 
national 'progmrn for commemorating 
•the services of those who died and 
Tor bringing aid to thoso who sacri- 
ficed health and strength in the na- 
tion's service. 

Nearly ten million Americana wear 
The American Legion and American 
Legion Auxiliary poppy each year on 
"Poppy Day." the Saturday before 
Memorial Day, and contribute nearly 
one million dollars for the relief ot 
the war disabled, the widows and 
fatherless children. All of the pop* 
pies are made by disabled veterans, 
as the label on each poppy shows. 

Early In the winter Uie making of 
Iho popples which will be worn the 
following May begins In government 
hospitals and in special workrooms 
maintained by the Auxiliary through- 
out the country. Hands of disabled 
veterans, wearj* of Idleneas. are given 
employment shaping the little cloth 
flowers. Discouraged men whose 
spirits have sunk to despair from 
months and years of imemployment 
are given the reviving experience of 
again earning money, to the amount 
of one-half cent a poppy. 

If all of you had the opportunity 
to visit the soldiers* and sailors' 
graves at Arlington, In "Washington, 
D. C, you would learn that every day
